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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 1 , the examiner maintains the 
rejection. Applicant argues that Ingle discloses a controller that reduces ultrasound acoustic power based on the generation of harmonics 
or subharmonics of the fundamental carrier frequency (col. 25, In. 48-52) and not based on an indication of an inception of a hyperechoic 
region of the patient with or without distal ultrasound attenuation. 

In response, the examiner reiterates that the cited passage (col. 25, In. 48-52) also discloses that the generation of hanmonics or 
subharmonics indicates the production of cavitation in the tissue and may be used as a feedback mechanism for adjusting ultrasound 
power. Then based on paragraph 33 of applicant's specification, cavitation caused by ultrasound energy inherently causes a proximal 
hyperechoic region with distal ultrasound attenuation. Therefore, Ingle inherently discloses power reduction based on an indication of an 
inception of a hyperechoic region with distal ultrasound attenuation. 

Applicant then attempts to argue that the hyperechoic region may be caused by an electronic artifcact and not an ultrasound-attenuating 
effect. However. Ingle clearly says that he monitors for harmonics and subharmonics that indicate cavitation (a hyperechoic region). There 
is no doubt that cavitation causes the ultrasound-attenuating effect, so Ingle would not be monitoring an electronic artifact as applicant 
alleges. 

Finally, the examiner reiterates that claim 11 consists of functional descriptive language without any structure that defines over the device 
of Ingle. 
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
